‘And #o, as one stands and looks at Gen. 
Piet Cronje at the World’s Fair and sees 
him in his twice-a-day performance, do- 
ing a stunt for the entertainment and edi- 

tion of the public, one wonders if that 
pturdy ol4 Boer never gets tired of being 
under the limelight. 

Since June 17 he has posed 88 times as a 
feader of the Boer army; 88 times he has 
wurrendered to Gen. Roberts after the sec- 
ond battle of Paardeberg, and 88 times he 
thas stood at the door of his tent or on a 
bench under a tree near by and shaken 


hands with hundreds of men, women and 
whildren who thronged around him, all 
eager to see him, touch him or get a sou- 
venir of some kind, or in some other way 
to get an impression of him to impart to 
their friends and treasure in years to come 
long after the Fair is over. 

And, further, 88 times has he made a 
Bpeech, which was interpreted for the 
throng by Gen. Viljoen, telling the people 
how much he loves America and how 
pleased he is at the reception accorded him 
here. 

Fr& this is not all. 

Before the close of the Fair, Dee. 1, 

fGen. Cronje must pose 202 times more as a 
leader of the Boer army; 22 times more 
he must fllustrate to the public how, be- 
fore his surrender to Gen. Lord Roberts, 
fn February. 1900, for 13 days, with only 3500 
men, he resisted an army of 60,000, with 
@ loss of only 70 men killed and 169 wound- 
ed, while the British lost 4000 killed and 
heaven knows how many disabled by Boer 
bullets. and he must stand up 202 times 
more and make 202 more speeches, to be 
translated 202 more times by Gen. Viljoen, 
telling the admiring public how much he 
foves America and the sympathetic Amert- 
can people. who always had a good word 
for his people when they were fighting 
John Bull. 

“Thus. basides having been a hero in the 
first place, Gen. Cronje must go through 
the performance of being a hero a total of 
$00 times for the benefit of a curious pub- 
Hic, and 290 times he must go through the 
humiliation of surrendering himself into 
the hands of his enemies.

ter, to hold office until the middle of the Walbridge administration, were thrown 
out of office or compelled to fill their offices with Walbridge men. The machine 
thus built up became the Ziegenheim machine of a few years later. 

Volitical friends of Mayor Walbridge thrived on public contracts during his ad- 
ministration, and the executive aid was given to bills favoring them. 

As president of the Council, Mr. Walbridge aided in fastening on the city the 
Butler garbage contract grab, of which the city has not yet been able wholly to 


rid itselt. 


As president of the Council, Mr. Walbridge aided the notorious Branham gas 
monopoly bill, finally recording his vote against it after the votes of other mem- 


bers had passed it. 


As president of the Council and member of the House, Mr. Walbridge voted for 
franchise bills on which, as subsequent revelations: have shown, $400,000 was ex- 
pended in bribery in the Municipal Assembly. 


WHAT MANNER OF MEN WALBRIDGE, AS 


MAYOR, PLACED 


St.. Loulsans conversant with municipal 
affairs during the mayoralty term of Cy- 
rus P. Walbridge extending from 1893 to 
1897, remember the names of Comfort, 
Pohiman, Grassmuck, Wurzberger, Besch, 
Bristol, Karr, Wagner, Peabody and a 
score of equally conspicuous lights of that 
administration. 

Under the Noonan administration the 
City Hall gang was known as “de push.” 

“De push’’ changed to the “boys with 
the pull’ when Walbridge came into power. 

Directing the “boys with the pull’ was 
Charles ID. Comfort. 


Comfort acted as the mayor’s chief ad- 
viser, und in the first batch of appoint- 
ments went by Mr. Walbridge to _ the 
Council for confirmation the hand of 
the boss was apparent. 

The list included, ag city jailer, Ernest 
‘Kinickmeier, a South St. Louis saloon- 
keeper, praised by his indorsers simply 
as a “good vote getter.” 

The Councij rejected’ Knickmelier, and in 
Mis stead the name of Louls Wagner, bet- 
ter known as “‘Butch’’ Wagner, was sub- 
mitted.

“BUTCH” WAGNER’S WORK. 


Wagner's reign as jailer was marked 
by a series of disgaceful episodes, which 
demoralized the discipline of the city 
bastile and terminated in the. escape of 
‘Noble Shepard, awaiting trial for the mur- 
der of a man and woman in a North 8t. 
Louis lot. Shepard was a reckless des- 
perado, and when he should have been 
kept closely confined he was allowed by 
the jailer to wander about, thus making 
possible his opportunity for gaining free- 
dom, which he. has enjoyed to this day. 

For many days after the escape of Shep- 
ard, Wagner heard these lines: 

“Noble Shepard fiew the coop, 
Leaving Louis in the soup.”’ 

But “‘Butch” traveled rapidly to the end 
of his rope. The Board of Charity Com- 
‘missioners got after him, and the mayor, 
on their recommendation, ordered his re- 
moval. 

One of St. Louis’ most important institu- 
tions is the House of Refuge. There 1500 
boys and girls are given needed care or 
confined under corrective discipline. It 
cannot be properly conducted according to 
political methods. 

But Mr. Walbridge did not take this view 
of the matter. 

Fer superintendent of the House of 
Refuge he selected Isaac H. Bristol, a 
political wire-puller, whose former oc- 
cupation was the subject of severe com- 
ment and criticism. 

Bristol soon established a record of In- 
competency. The charity commissioners 
recommended his removal. Bristol replied 
in a communication teeming with abuse of 
the commissioners, with the result that

IN IMPORTANT OFFICES 


Mayor Walbridge was compelled to serve 


a notice of ouster upon Bristol after he 
had presided over the Refuge 14 months. 


POLICE COURT METHODS. 


The First district police court came into 
unpleasant and abundant notoriety because 
of the judge whom Mayor Walbridge ap- 
pointed. 

Thomas H. Peabody could show a fairly 
g00d record of party service, and so wag 
appointed to dispense justice in the city’s 
largest police court. 

Mr. Peabody’s law partner, William H. 


Bentley, was soon doing a landoffice busi- 


ness. Clients came to him by the score, 


and as a rule won their cases. 


Occasionally the stern judge would as- 
sess a Bentley client a heavy fine and stay 
it after court had adjourned or when the 


spectators and interested parties on the op- 


posite side had left the courtroom. 

Judge Peabody’s record was thoroughly 
aired, but Mayor Walbridge refused to heed 
the exposure, and the “hairless jurist,’’ as 
he was called, served out his term. 

As city register, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of H. J. Pocock. 
Mayor Walbridge heeded the demands 
of the bosses and appointed Henry 
Besch, a South St. Louis saloonkeeper, 
who was subsequently indicted on a 
charge of bribery in connection with 
his official conduct as superintendent of 
sprinkling. 


KARR AT WORKHOUSE. 


The Republican boss of the Fifth ward 
was Nicholas Karr, a saloonkeeper. When 
Walbridge became mayor, Karr confided 
to John Henry Pohlman, Charles D. Com- 
fort and other leutenants of the mayor, 
his ambition for official position, 

Walbridge listened patiently to the ap 
peals made in‘‘Nick’s"’ behalf. When the ar- 
guments were all in Karr’s name was for- 
warded to the city council as the mayor’s 
choice for the superfmtendency of the 
workhouse. 

Comfort worked for Karr among the 
councilmen, and coralled enough votes to 
secure his confirmation. 

Karr was in hot water with the public 
amd the charity commissioners during a 
large part of his administration. The com- 
missioners preferred charges of misman- 
agement against him, but they were not 
sustained. 


WURZBURGER IN CONTROL. 


When the mayor cast about for a street 
commissioner the name of A. N. Milner 
was presented for his consideration. Mil- 
ner’s appointment was regarded as fairly 
good, but as his assistant Mr. Milner was 
obliged to choose Julius Wurzburger, who 
became at once the political manager of 
the department. 

Dr, Otto Sutter, whom Mayor Walbridge 
appointed superintendent of the St. Louls 
City Hospital, resigned during Mayor Zie- 


genhein's administration, after an éxposure 
of hospital conditions by the Post-Dispatch. 


HOW WALBRIDGE BUILT MACHINE BY 
DICTATING PATRONAGE DISTRIBUTION 


Concerning the effect of the mayor's ap- 
pointments, the Post-Dispatch of July 27, 
1*97, contained the following: 

“It was generally admitted that most of 
the nominees were under pledge to let the 
mayor control all the patronage, and to 
that circumstance, more than to any in- 
mate objection of his honor to rewarding 
workers, was due the absence of the names 
of workers from the siate. It was pointed 
out that the greater nuniber of appointees 
were of a class who would have no use 
for patronage and would not know what 
to do with it if it were placed in their 
bands. A circumstance came to light that 
showed the tendency of the mayor's pol- 
icy in this respect. 

“In the building commissioner's office is 
employed & young architect named War- 
sam, who is ambitious to be deputy build-

Taxpeyers are familiar with the now fa- 
mous garbage contract, whereby the St. 
Louis Sanitary Company and the Excelsior 
Hauling Company, in each of which Ed- 
ward Butler has a large proprietary in- 
terest, secured from the board of health 
the contract to collect and dispose of the 
city’s garbage. 

This contract involves an annual municl- 
pal expenditure of $257,000 

How it became possible for Butler to ob- 
tain a monopoly on this particular class of 
municipal work, who were the men behind 
the deal and the methods employed to push 
it to success, are facts not so familiar & 
the average taxpayer. 

In the council of 1890-1891, the committee 
on sanitary affairs, appointed by Mayor 
Walbridge, consisted of Councilmen Met- 
calf, Bensiek and Sloan, none of whom 
possessed much knowledge of sanitary con- 
ditions. 

The garbage measure, known as Council 
bill No. 78, was introduced by the presi- 
dent and referred to his sanitary commit- 
tee. From its very inception the public 
condemned the measure, but ignoring the 
protests of the people the committee sub- 
mitted a favorable report on June &. 

At the succeeding meeting of the coun- 
cil, Mr. Nelson offered an amendment au- 
thorizing the board of public improvements, 
Instead of the mayor and health commis- 
sioners, to make the contract. This was 
vyoteti down by the following vote:

The next man slated for removal two 
years before the completion of his term 
was Street Commissioner Michael J. 
Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy was prepared to fight in 
case the mayor insisted on his resigna- 


tion. In fact it is not known that the 
mayor did ask him to resign, but he did 


induce Murphy to place the spoils of his 
office at the executive disposal. 

Immediately there was a great shake-up 
in the street department. Democratic dis- 
trict superintendents received prompt no- 
tices of dismissal, and when the Walbridgse 
boom had finished sweeping it was found 
that out of 15 or 200 Democrats who held 
office under Murphy only a small per- 
centage was left. Republicans were sum- 
rroned to fill all vacancies. 

In Ike manner did Mayor Walbridge in- 
vade the office of the assessor and collec- 
tor of water rates and other departments, 
ridding each of as many Democratic em- 
ployes as there were Republicans pressing 
their claims for jobs at the time. 

The Walbridge machine, well-oiled and 
finely goared, beat anything the politicians 
had ever seen. Boss Filley pronounced it a 
“daisy’’ until one day he fell out with the 
mayor over a detail of spoils division.

The garbage legislation had its origin in 
a reedlution introduced into the Council 
May 29, 189, by Mr. Metcalf, requesting 
the mayor to have such an ordinance draft- 
ed and submitted to the Assembly. 

Sept. 12, 1890, the mayor sent to the Coun- 
cil for its approval a contract with the 8t. 
Louis Reduction Co., with Edward Butler 
and Joseph Tiernan as sureties. This con- 
tract was in accordance with the ordinance 
passed by the Municipal Assembly, but its 
terms were so outrageous that Chairman 
Metcalf, although committed to the garb- 
age measure, refused to sign the favorable 
report, 

Then followed the protests of indignant 
citizens, which poured in so strongly on the 
Council that the combine got frightened and 
hesitated. 

The Merchants’ Exchange voiced a unani- 
mous protest. 


PUBLIC PROTEST LOUD.

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Paul and another of Milwaukee, where the 
Merz reduction process was said to have 
been in operation, certifying to the sani- 
tary features of the Merz system. At the 
same time Comfort moved that the ap- 
proval of the contract be laid over. In this 
move President Walbridge joined Comfort, 
against the vote of Cole, Ganahl, Horton 
and Nelson. 

The next step was the presentation by 
Councilman Bensiek at the meeting Sept. 
23 of a petition in favor of approving the 
contract. The petition had few signatures. 
Mr. Metcalfe remonstrated against the ac- 
a of this petition, and to avoid the 
rejection of the contract President Wal- 
bridge took the floor and moved that the 
whole matter be laid over one meeting. 

At the following meeting of the Council 
Mr Sloan came to the rescue with a 
proposition from the reduction compwny to 
modify the contract slightly and increase 
the bond to $50,000. President Walbridge 
on this occasion lined up with the Comfort 
combine, voting to refer the Sloan propo- 
sition to the sanitary committee. 

Sept. 30, 189%, Bensiek and Sloan, con- 
stituting a majority of the committee, re- 
ported back this amendment favorably, and 
on motion of Comfort the Council took a 
recess in order that the combine might out- 
line a definite program. 


JUNKETING TOUR TAKEN. 


When the Council reconvened it was 
found that President Walbridge had de- 
cided to steer the course of the combine, 
which he did by offering a resolution 
“modifying” the contract. 

Councilman Cole passed severe criti- 
¢cism upon Walbridge’s proposition and 
hot shot was also directed at the Coun- 
cil president by N. O. Nelson. 

The vote on Walbridge’s resolution was 
as follows: 

Yeas—Bensiek, Comfort, Hoolan, Rohan, 
Sloan, Walbridge-—6. 

Nays—Cole, Horton, Metcalfe, Nelson, Vo- 
gel—s. 

Absent—Ganahl, Mejier—2. 

Thé contract had failed to receive the 
necessary majority, seven votes, as its 
terms were too liberal to the sanitary 
company for Metcalfe and Vogel, whose 
support had been counted on. 

The combine then renewed its efforts to 
get’ the contract before the Council again, 
but without success. 

The fact that the combine failed did not 
discourage Comfort and Walbridge. 

Rutler’s reduction company came up smil- 
ing Nov. 11 with an invitation to the Coun- 
cill to appoint a “smelling committee” of 
three to visit the various cities where the 
Merz system was in operation, all expenses 
of the committee to be paid by the reduc- 
tion company. 


SPOKE FOR BUTLER COMPANY. 


Chairman Metcalfe reported this invita- 
tion favorably, recommending President 
Walbridge for chairman of the “smelling 
committee,"” and adding three citizens to 
aid the Council sniffers, one to be a physi- 
cian and another a sanitary expert. 

President Walbridge voted against going 
on a junketing tour at the expense of a cor- 
poration which the public had full reason to 
believe was lobbying a gigantic job through 
the assembly, but before Mr. Walbridge’s 
name was called on the vote the proposi- 
tion had already received the majority nec- 
essary to insure its adoption. 

Mr. Walbridge then consented to serve on 
the committee, composed of himself, Coun- 
cilman Meier, Dr. Albert Merrell, Willlam 
Chauvenet, a chemist, and C. F. Herman, 
a capitalist. The committee visited St. 
Pau!, Milwaukee, Chicago and Detroit to 
witness the operation of plants controlled 
by the Merz people for the reduction of 
garbage. 

When they returned and the council con- 
vened to hear the report of the committee, 
President Walbridge yielded the chair to 
Comfort. Taking the floor, Mr. Walbridge 
made a vigorous speech in favor of the 
Butler company, which was incorporated 
into a report on the contract of the Coun- 
ell. 

Dee. 19, the firm of Mueller 
sent a communication to the Council, offer- 
ing to dispose of all accumulations of 
garbage In the city for $50,000 a year for 
ten years or more. This offer went to the 
sanitary committee, where it was lost. 

Dec. 3, the sanitary committee reported 
the second contract of Butler's company 
favorably. 


LAUGHED AT PINGREE. 


Mr. Nelson read a statement from Mayor 
Pingree of Detroit to the effect that the 
operation of the Merz system in that city 
was a failure. The Comfort combine re- 
ceived this announcement with a loud guf- 
faw, and proceeded to approve the Butler 
contract by the following vote: 

Yeas—Bensiek, Comfort. Hoolan, Meter, 
Metcalfe, Rohan, Sloan, Vogel, Wal- 
bridge—9. 

Nays-—Cole, Ganahl, Horton, Nelson—4, 


Mr. Walbridge not only gave his sanc- 
tion and vote to this lecisiation. which 
fastened a seemingly invincible monop- 
oly upon the citizens of St. Louis. but 
he went to the extreme of his official 
power in fotwarding the interests of 
the corporatfon. 


The Globe-Democrat, Dec. 
said editorially:

Republican convention, the Globe-Demo- 
crat, March 4, 1891, had this to say: 

“Mr. C. D. Comfort, if nominated for 
the Council on the Republican ticket, will 
ynot only be defeated, but will defeat the 
ticket that has the cheek to carry him as 
a candidate. This is confidential.” 

Eighteen months later, Sept. 8, 1892, the 
Globe-Democrat said editorially concerning 
the measure which Mr. Walbridge and his 
aseociates supported: 

“In casting about for corruption and 
crookedness in our municipal affairs the in- 
vestigators (referring to a committee ap- 


pointed by the Council to « investigate 
charges of corruption) can hardly overlook 


There was more talk of ““boodle” in con- 
nection with the celebrated Branham gas 
bill than in connection with any other meas- 
ure presented at the 1889-1890 seasion of the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Briefly, thie bill authorized the making 
of a contract with Messrs. George F. Bran- 
ham, Jas. P. Johnson and Vharles Hardes- 
ty, under the name of the St. Louls Gas 
Works, to erect a gas works for the City 
of St. Louis. 

It was specified that the city should 
purchase the gas plant at the end of W 
years for $4,500,000. 

During the intervening time the city was 
to pay interest on that sum at the rate of 
5 per cent or $225,000 a year. 

No provision whatever was made in the 
bill for the amount of money to be ex- 
pended by the company. On its face the 
measure was practically a proposition to 
give the promoters of the project hand- 
some fortunes and to pay interest on the 
gift for 30 years. 

It passed the House of Delegates and was 
the subject of general condemnation on the 
part of the press and representative citi- 
zens when it reached the Council, where it 
was sent to the committee on public im- 
provements. 


GAVE HELP WHEN NEEDED. 


Aug. 13, 1889, Councilman John Vogel re- 
ported the bill as a minority of the com- 
mittee and recommended that it be laid 
over until the first meeting after recess. 

Councilmen Horton and Metcalf, consti- 
tuting a majority of the committee, report- 
the bill unfavorably, with the recommenda- 
tion that it should not pass. On the issue 
provoked by the conflicting reports of the 
minority and majority of the committee, 
President's Walbridge’s vote was decisive. 

It. was supposed that he would side with 
the majority of the committee, for whose 
selection he was responsible, but instead 
he voted with Vogel, and against the ma- 
jority of the committee. 

The roll call showed the following result: 

Yeas—Bensiek, Comfort, Hoolan, Sloan, 
Vogel and Walbridge—6é. 


March 2, 189, the City Council, at a 
single session, just before adjournment, 
passed seven street railway bills,authorizing 
the corporations to change their motive 
power to electricity and put up overhead 
wires. President Walbridge joined his 
friend, Comfort, in aiding the passage of 


these measures. 

March 10, 1891, the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished the statement that the street rail- 
road companies had secured these conces- 
gions from the assembly by means of a 
Doodle fund of $210,000. 

The grandjury investigated. Nothing 
came of the investigation, although it was 
stated by the prosecuting authorities that 
the Post-Dispatch information was wun- 
doubtedly authetic. Walbridge was a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates when, in 
June, 1881, the Council.passed the bfll au- 
thorizing the mayor and comptroller to 
make a contract with the St. Louis Gas 
light Co. 

In May, 1889, the company had secured 
judgment against the city for a large sum 
on a claim for street Nghting, concerning 
which there had been a disagreement. 

An appeal had been taken by the city, 
and the matter, at the time of the intro- 
duction of the relief or compromise ordi- 
nance, was pending in the supreme court, 
where afterward the judgment of the lower 
tribunal was affirmed. 


WOULD HAVE COST DEARLY. 

The compromise measure provided for the 
payment of $80,000 in bonds to the com- 
pany, with interest at the rate of 4 per 
cent. In consideration of this payment the 
company was to light the street lamps at 


Up to the close of his Council term 
Mr. Walbridge remained loyal to the 
Comfort - Sloan - Rohan - Vogel’ clique, 
which dictated and controlled legisia- 
tion in the upper branch of the assem- 
bly. When the municipal campaigns of 
1891 came he stood advocating the elec- 
tion of the men who had brought dis- 
credit upon the assembly.

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GAVE UP BIG SALARY 


Rare Action of Cardinals’ Pitcher Moves Writer to Suggest 
lt as Precedent for Others—No Manager Ever 
Gave Up Fat Salary. 


BY J. W. McCONAUGHY. 


HE passing of Joe Corbett from the 
i payroll of the St. Louis National 
League club and probably from big 
league baseball is the only case in the last 
few years and one of the few cases in 
baseball of a high-salaried star, realizing 
his lack of value to the men who pay 
him, voluntarily giving up his contract and 
retiring from the game. 
Formerly a star of the big league, he 


left active baseball because of trouble 
with Manager Hanlon of the Brookylin 
club, his former owner. After a retire- 
ment of some years he came out of his 
shell and joined the ’Frisco club in the 
outlaw league. He rapidiy came to the 
front as one of the greatest pitchers on 
the coast, and when the outlaws came into 
the fold Manager Hanlon waived his re- 
serve claim and permitted Corbett to go to 
the Robisons, who had signed him early in 
the spring. 

Corbett’s health rapidly failed after a 
hard and unnecessary training trip in the 
South, and when he opened the champion- 
ship season he was pounds underweight 
and in poor health. He never fully re- 
gained it. When about to round into 
shape inflammatory rheumatism gripped 
his shoulders and he was again out of 
commission. 


Robisons Would 


Have Carried Him. 

Corbett held copper-riveted 
with the Robisons which called for an 
enormous salary. The Robisons believed 
in the young coast twirler, believed in his

But it was here that Corbett did the 
unique thing. He went to President Robi- 
son and thanked him for kindness and con- 
sideration and then insisted on his release.

many great players who have retired in the 
face of the protests of the club that paid 
and the public that admired them, but few 
have made the sacrifice that “Brother Joe” 
did in leaving the Cardinals. Most of those 
mentioned who have retired of their own 
volition have taken the step because they 
were growing old or going back tn thel 
game and had the brains to realise and

WILL KEPT UNDER KEY 
FOR HALF CENTURY PAST 


Not Being Ready to Push Claim, New 
York He.rs Preserved Document Un- 
til Other Claimants in America and 
Ireland Died. 


By filing a will written 50 years ago At- 
torney M. J. Murphy of St. Louis yester- 
day made the first move in a sensational 
fight which is to be made for possession 
of the Blennerhassett estate in Ireland, 
reputed to be worth $2,000,000. 

The will was that of the late Edward 
Blennerhasset, once a leading lawyer of 
St. Lovis and a member of the family 
made famous by !ts connection with the 
career of Aaron Burr. 

Mr. Murphy, in filing his will after a 
lapse of 50 years, was acting for Richard 
8. Blennerhasset and Mrs. Theresa Blen- 
nerhassett Adams, son and daughter of 
Edward Blennerhassett, who are about to 
set up and assert with vigor their claim 
to the Blennerhassett estate. 

Through long years they have bided 
their time taking keen note of the simpli- 
fication wrought by the passage of time 
on the complicated claims of heirship and 
weighing carefully the effect of the elim- 
ination effected now and then by death, 
reserving all the thme the will, of the ex- 
istence of which only they and a few trust- 
ed friends knew. 

It has been filed now because {ft {fs be- 
lieved that the American heirs n now 
assert their claim with every prospect of 
success. 

Another reason is that the only person 
who can testify to the genuineness of the 
will and to that of the signatures of the 
witnesses is aged and in none too robust 
health. This person is Lucien M. Shreve 
of Chicago, law partner of Edward Blen- 
nerhassett up to the time of his death, 
who drew the will 50 years ago and was 
one of the witnesses to ‘ft.

Habeas Corpus Writ for Release of 
Union Printer, Who Accepted 
Work Through a M'sunderstanding, 
Will Be Sought in Belleville. 


NEGRO EMPLOYE IS SHOT 
THROUGH LEG BY A DEPUTY 


Police Force in Neighborhood of 
Plants Is Increased, and Armed Men 
Are Placed Under Arrest—Pursued 
Men Are Rescued. 


Efforts will be made Monday by East 
St. Louls packing house strikers to secure 
a writ of habeas corpus in Belleville for a 
non-union employe of Nelson Morris & Co., 
who, it is alleged by the strikers, is being 
forcibly detained in the company’s East 
St. Louis plant. 

A.carload of men, the union men say, 
was brought to the Nelson Morris plant 
from Chicago last week and the men have 
since been kept Inside by guards, though 
some of them made efforts to get out. The 
man for whom the writ will be sought ts 
said to be a union printer who was hired 
in Chicago with the understanding that 
he was to work in an independent plant in 
St. Louis. 

Samuel Hinton, a negro aged 26, living at 
39 North Fifth street, East St. Louis, is 
being held at the East St. Louis. police 
quarters for safe keeping. He has a bul- 
let wound in the calf of his left leg, having 
been shot by Deputy Sheriff Burke while 
running away after being arrested. 

According, to Hinton’s story, he left 
Swift’s plant at 5:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon by way of a cattle chute leading to 
the National stockyards. 

There he was attacked by a crowd, and 
after running away was finally rescued by 
Deputy Sheriff Burke, who arrested him. 
After his arrest, according to Burke, the 
negro ran away, and after warnings which 
the negro did not heed, Burke fired, the 
bullet striking the negro in the leg. 

Burke gave the negro to two patrolmen 
and they took him to the police station. 

Steve Dougherty, a striker, formerly em- 
ployed as beef lugger, was attacked and 
beaten while he was walking on St. Clair 
near the aVndalla_ tracks, last 
night. He was rescued by Sergt. Wilson. 
who arrested Louis Barowski, aged 23. 
Both Dougherty and Barowski were taken 
to the police station. 

The police force in the vicinity of ‘Whis- 
ky Chute,” the narrow street near the 
packing house district most frequented by 


sirikers, has been increased. Extra men 
are also being he.d in readiness at the 
Exust St. Louis police station, in case of 
any ourhreak. 

A force of about thirty negroes, includ- 
ing some women, who live in Brooklyn, a 
suburb of East St, Louis, and who have 
been working in the plants during the past 
few days, is escorted to the edge of the 
city limits every night after work by dep- 
uty sheriffs. 

It was learned tast night that several 
attacks were mude on strike breakers Fri- 
day night. but none resu.ted seriously. The 
men attacked were afraid to go home in 
the afternoon when work at the plants 
ceased and waited until after dark before 
venturing outdoors, 

Two men were arrested by the police 
at First street and St. Clair avenue last 
night and are held on charges of carrying 
concealed weapons. On one was found a 
knife and on the other a revolver. Both 
are said to be strike-breakers. 

Munro Herschey, aged 234, of Celine Grove, 
Pa., is heing held at police headauarters, 
where he was brought from the Stephens 
Hotel, at Summit and Col.insville avenues, 
yesterday afternoon, after being pursued 
according to his statement. 

Hersechey saivs that he came to St. Louts 
to visit the Fair and went to East St. 
Iouls to seé the packing houses. While on 
a street car, neur the Baltimore & Oh/'‘o 
Ra‘lroad tracks near St. Clair avenue, a 
mImun entered and asked his destination. 
When he replied he was going to the nack- 
ing houses the man ordered him to get off, 
he says, and when he obeyed started after 
him, Herschey ran to the Stephens Hotel 
and took refuge in an upstairs room, from 
which he was rescued by the police. 

A crowd col'ected in front of the hotel 
after he reached it. but soon afterwards 
dispersed. Herschey says they were com- 
painons of the man who chesed him.

NOT INTERFERING WITH TRAINS 


Association Presses in Officials and 
Nonunion Men to Manipu- 
Jate the Keys. 


All the telegraph operators employed by 
the Terminal Railway Association were 
ordered out at 4 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon by H. B. Perham. president of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers, whose 
office is in St. Louis. 

The reason was that General Manager 
Robertson of the Terminal refused a de- 
mand to sigh an agreement granting in- 
creased wages to the Terminal operators 
and that he at once reinstate nine operat- 
ors who gave up their positions rather than 
receive messages from non-union operators 
on the M., K. T. railroad. Mr. Perham 
Suys that the entire corps of operators—to 
in number—quit work at once. 

General Manager Alexander Robertson of 
the Terminal Kaliway Association places 
the number of men who went out at be- 
iween Bw and 4, 

The Terminal officials had been in con- 
troversy with the officials of the telegra- 
phers’ organization for two days, and they 
were partiy prepared for the emergency. 


By promptly putting to work all the non- 
union men they cou;d gather and pressin 
into service such of the officials as cou. 
Operate the keys, they managed to pre- 
vent serious interference with incoming 
and outgoing trains. They were aided in 
tis respect by the fact that the men who 
throw the electric switches in the inter- 
locking towers, technicaliy known as lever- 
men, are not affiliated with the,telegraph- 
ers’ organization and, therefore, stuck to 
their posts. 

Only a few trains were late in coming in 
Saturday night and Mr. Robertson declured 
that the ordering out of the men was not 
interfering with the time of arrival and de- 
varture of trains. 

The strike grew out of the strike of the 
M., K. & T. telegraphers. The operators at 
Unoion Station Wednesday notified Mr. 
Robertson that they would not handle any 
messages received from the non-union op- 
erators on the M., K. & T., who had taken 
the places of the striking union men. 

Mr. Robertson told them the Terminal 
had a contract with the M., K. & T.. to 
handle its messages and that therefore the 
they must handle the M., K. & T. mes- 
sages. 

As a result nine operators left the Ter- 
minal service. Mr. Perham says Mr. R9gbd- 
ertson discharged them. Mr. Robertson 
Says they quit when he announced that 
they must hardle the M. K. & T. sessages, 

Friday a committee of the operators 
called on Mr. Robertson and presented him 
with a new “eo scale. It increased the 
salaries of the Terminal operators. 

Mr. Robertson said he must think the 
matter over. The committee returned Sat- 
urdavy morning for a final answer. Mr. 
Robertgon refused to sign the agreement 
and discharge the new operators to make 
room for the nine, although he was willing 
to take back the _— —— when the 
oprortunity present tself.

He is getting well, fat. Before, he was 
“portly,” or rather stout, but, since he has 
passed the 200-pound mark it is nothing 
but fat. He weighs now 208 pounds, and 
the last 12 pounds he has put on worry him. 

Try as hard as he can he does not seem 
able to reduce himself. The President has 
put in some strenuous days in the last 
month at Oyster Bay racing about the ten- 
nis court in the heat of the day in an ef- 
fort to get himself down to weight. Horse- 
back riding, upon which he has always 
depended, failed him. Now he puts in the 
most of the ‘“‘weight-reducing’’ exercise at 
tennis.

Had Too Much Luck, So Gamblers 
Formed a Trust and Took 
Away His Money. 


IN ALL HE DID 


DARING 


Financed Great Ventures, Played 
Poker Without Limit and Was 
Very Successful. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. 6.—Three years 
ago there was not a better known or more 
successful cattleman on the southwestern 
range than Al Yantis of the Panhandle dis- 
trict, whose headquarters were generally 
at Quanah or Mangum. He bullt two hand- 
gome residences at Quanah, and was con- 
sidered the best judge of cattle in the 
Southwest; always a plunger, yet he never 
had trouble in getting the funds to carry 
on his speculations. Money poured in on 
him, but he spent it like water and lost 
thousands at poker. But now Yantis has 
failen from his high estate—dropped from 
cattle king to cow-puncher—from a figure 
in the financial] world to the unimportance 
of a cipher; and the manner of his undoing 
is one of the interesting tales of the cattle 
country. 

In the meantime, however, during the 
past week, Yantis = W. L. Johnson 
through the head in the Hotel Good at Qua- 
nah, Tex. Yantis has been operating the 
hotel recently—a popular place on account 
of the former prominence of its landlord— 
and Johnson was a youth in his employ. 
Yantis had accused the boy of stealing a 
pair of cuff buttons, and the lad took the 
matter to his father, trouble ensued be- 
tween the three and the killing of the boy 
resulted, Johnson falling dead with an open 
knife in his hand. Yantis was arrested and 
is held under $10,000 bond. 

“A) Yantis used to be the idol of the 
range,.”” said a senator today. “He was 
popular with the cowboys because he was 
a ‘hail fellow well met’ and surpassed 
them at their own sports. He was one oi 
the best horsemen that ever straddied a 
ecayuse, and several years ago in St. Louls 
took first money in an international oon- 
test as champion roper of the world. He 
counted his cattle by the thousands and 
was a daring. and successful speculator, 
who could always finance hie most darin 
yeniures, becauge he invartably won ou 
But he would play poker and persisted in 
pluDging until he lost not only his friends 
and his money. but his good name as well. 

“When he manipulated poker chips he 
played a daring game, and there never was 
a cooler man behi a fistful of paste- 

. He was a fiend to play, and for 

a long time he won so regularly*that ex- 
rienced gamblers at St. Louis, Kansas 
Pity, Dallas and Fort Worth. and even 
down in Galveston and New Orleans, go!

Fought Fusion Now Gets All 
the Sect’s Property.

BDINBURGH, Scotland, Aug. 6.—Ecclesi- 
astical property affords no parallel to the 
State of effairs produced by the decision 
of the House of Lords in connection with 
the Scottish Presbyterian Church. That 
judgment places $30,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in the undisputed control of twenty- 
four obscure clergymen and gives them au- 
thority to dismiss every other free church 
minister in Scotland. 

After many years of negotiation a great 
fusion was effected in 1900 between the Free 
Chureh of Scotiand and the United Pres- 
byterian Church under the name of the 
United Free Church of Scotland. 
leven hundred clergymen were con- 
cerned. Twenty-four Free Church minis- 
ters in remote parts of the highlands and 
the islands of Scotland refused to assent 
to the fusion scheme. They contended 
that the union. was not in accord with the 
tenets of the ancient free church, and fur- 
ther that the fusionist church had no legal 
control over the trust funds of the free 
church, 

The suit they brought was fought through 
every Scottish court, and the decision jus: 
rendered by the House of Lords is final, 
the house being the ultimate court of 
appeal. 

The judges held that nothing could ex- 
empt the free Church from the rule that 
funds given for one purpose could not be 
diverted to another. Therefore the Free 
Church property remained in trust with the 
twenty-four ministers: who dissented from 
the fusion. 

The judges hoped that the victors would 
not utilize their control over the spoils 
to the full, but fecling has run so high 
between the dissentient minority and the 
former will only forego their advantage 
on conditions which the latter are not 
likely to accept.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—The long-continued hot 
wave that has made Paris ali but uninhab- 
itable for nearly a month has had the ef- 
fect of driving nearly all of the American 
visitors to cooler spots on the continent. 
There is scarcely a corporal’s guard left. 
After enduring the first week or two of 
the sizzling weather they took to the 
mountains or seashore in droves. Hun- 
dreds of others who were planning to 
spend a short time in Paris took warning 
from the fugitives and have cut the French 
capital out of their itinerary. 

But it must not be understood that 
Americans are the only ones to fly from 
the broiling temperature. Scores of other 
foreigners have followed in the exodus, 
while thousands of Parisians have taken 
to the woods. As the mercury crawled up 
in the tube to the 90 point and seemed to 
stop there, the excitable populace began 
to flee as if from a plague. When they had 
broiled @ thermometer in the sun for an 
hour or two and then read’ what the mer- 
cury had to say, it was too much for their 
nerves, and they started for the mountains 
or seashore. 

For two weeks or more every outgoing 
train has been crowded When the train 
service became so overtaxed that the 
weary fugitives could not be taken care of, 
the travelers immediately fell back on auto- 
mobiles. For a fortnight there has been 
almost an unbroken procession of them. 

Great as has been the suffering entailed 
by the excessive heat, it has not been de- 
void of its humorous features. For ex- 
ample, the police have gathered since the 
torrid weather began the most cosmospol- 
itan collection of corsets, all being taken 
from cabs. At -headquarters there are 
bundles of them filed away with the prop- 
er labels, so that if a claimant ever turns 
up there need be no difficulty about iden ti- 
fication of her corsets,

IS STRICKEN BLIND 


Famous Titled Circus Rider of Europt 
Will Now Turn to Singing in 
Paris Drawing Rooms.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—Americans who have 
visited Paris will recall an exceedingly ex- 
pert woman rider at the Nouveau Cirque, 
who astonished the public every evening 
by her clever riding, and was billed as the 
Baroness de Rhoden. 

She was a veritable baroness, though the 
public, no doubt, smiled over their pro- 
grams. She was born in Breslau, the 
daughter of a well-to-do German stock 
broker, and when she was about 17 her 
father committed suicide because he falied 
in business. She was left penniless with 
only one resource. She was a good rider, 
and found an engagement at Riga. But 
the person who engaged her refused to pay 
her anything, saying she was serving her 
apprenticeship. A reputable newspaper 
which took up her cause got her a position 
in St. Petersburg. There her success began. 

In the height of it Baron Oscar Viadimir 
Von Wradren, of a noble family of Eotho- 
ma, fell in love with her. Being impetuous, 
the baruns wooing was short and they 
were married at once, 

His fortunes were ruined, and as she 
would not consent to leave the circus, both 
became riders. 

He was very jealous and had several 
duels over what he deemed affronts to his 
wife. Lieut. de Castenchiold he shot dead 
when the latter tried to strike him with a 
cane, 

The baroness saw it and never recov- 
ered from the horror it caused her. 

Later she came to Paris, appearing 
both at Nouveau Cirque and the Folies 
Bergeres. One feat has never been 
achieved by any rider. She drew her 
horse upon his hind feet and then threw 
herself back, lying down, until her head 
touched the croup. 

The baron died and the baroness con- 
tinued her career, resting from time to 
time. One day the maid went to the 
baroness’ room at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to throw open the blinds. 

‘Tt is night.” the baroness exclaimed. 

‘No, madame, the room is full of sun- 
shine.” 

Then the baroness knew that she had 
been stricken blind. Nevertheless. she 
rode that very night and was thrown 
against a post so heavily that she sus- 
tained serious injury. She disappeared 
from public view and it was long be- 
fore the return was known. 

Now she has taken up another career, 
being a .woman of remarkable energy 
and force of character.

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IECUADOR'S | BALLOT BOX 
STUFFERS WERE DARING

CITY OF MEXICO, July 28.—These 
days of tempest in Ecuador. Revolution- 
ary agitation has succeeded the calm 
which followed the accession of Gen. Plaza 
to the presidency. The partisans of Lizar- 
do Garcia, the adversary of Plaza in th 
contest for power, accuse the new 
magistrate with perfidy, and plan to vver- 
throw him by revolution. 

Revoits have occurred in four different 
provinces. The insurgents, although few 
in number, have successfully resisted the 
federal troops. Desertions are occurring m 
the northern provinces with extraordinary 
frequency. They are not confined to gin- 
gie individuais, but embrace from 25 to & 
troops at a tume. As a rule the deserters 
leave the army in bodies sufficiently strong 
to resist ali attempts of the authorities to 
bring them back, 

Martial law is paramount in six prov- 
inces. It is certain to be established 
tnroughout the republic, 

lugardo Garcia was the choice of the 
people tor the presidency, but the govern- 
ment brought thia choice to naught. Presi- 
dent Alfaro found it necessary to have a 
reliable friend succeed him to the presi- 
dency,. and he selected Gen, Piaza ag his 
candidate against Garcia. He instructeu 
soidieis and police to interfere with the 
campaign. 

Ofticers of the election perpetrated frauds 
in the most flagrant manner, and on eiec- 
tion day all the powers of the government 
were exerted in behalf of Plaza, and he 
was declared elected. Garcia stood no- 
where. 

When the returns were published the peo- 
ple were stirred with indignation. They put 
in circulation a sheet entitled “For His- 
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Last Election Brewing a Healthy Revolution—Daily Desertions 
From the Army—Soldiers Are Leaving in Squads-

ment. It was signed by 12,00 citizens of 
Quito, who declared that they had voted 
for Garcia, although the returns showed 
only 4000 votes cast In that city for Gar- 
cia, against 1400 for Plaza. More than 6000 
citizens of Guayaquil sign the sheet de- 
claring that they had voted for Garcia, yet 
the government recorded only 800 for Gar- 
against 800 for Plaza. Throug t the 
republic “For History” showed 6, votes 
for Garcia, against 2,000 for Plaga, but the 
official report gave only 6000 for Garcia and 
over 64,000 for Plaga. 

When the leaf appeared the government 
was disconcerted, but took no step to sup- 
press it. It was not prepared to commence 
hostilities upon three-fifths of the people. 

President Alfaro organized the army, 
while the Garcias preared for conflict with 
the government. The Garcias, though few 
in numbr, are in. rebellion everywhere in 
Ecuador. Many circumstances have recent- 
ly combined to fayor them. Chief of these 
are the inability of the government ot ful- 
fill its obligations to foreign countries and 
the enmity it has stirred up among Colom- 
bian Liberal revolutionists by banishing 
their agents. The government has failed 
to negotiate a loan from Chill, and f&, 
therefore, cannot satisfy the contractors 
and s@ems unable to hold the army at 
present required together. The Colombian 
Liberals are assisting the insurgents and 
are causing the federal soldiers to desert 
in the northern provinces, 

Garcia refuses to countenance the revolts 
made in his behalf, but, nevertheless, he is 
expected to issue a pronufhcilamento in 
favor of the revolution. All that the con- 
ditions in Ecuador lack to become like 
those which existed in Colombia until late 
ly is a word from Garcia in favor of armed 
hoetility to the government.

Mrs. Gertrude M. Dewey, the widow, is 
in Manhattan, Kan., where separate main- 
tenance proceedings were pending against 
Dewey at the time of his death. A daugh- 
ter, Miss Emma Dewey, who was cut off 
with $%,000, is in McKinney, Tex. She is 
the most vigorous contestant of the will. 

Charles P. Dewey was on his deathbed in 
Wheeling, W. Va., when he signed the 
paper now in the files of the Cook county 
Probate court, disposing of his large es- 
tate. The signature is scrawled and bare- 
ly legible. It is said by some that it alone 
is sufficient proof that he was not in his 
right mind at the time. During the argu- 
ment before Judge Cutting it was asserted 
that he was under the influence of opiates. 
The document was signed June 7, 1904. He 
died June 10, 1904. 

Charles T. Killen, who was merely a 
clerk, divides with Chauncey, the son, the 
larger portion of the estate. To the widow, 
daughter and other relatives fall a few 
comparatively trifling bequests. 

The homestead at 3266 Lake Park avenue, 
& few shares of mining stock and $35,000 
cash ought to satisfy the widow, daughter 
and the large majority of the relatives, ac- 
cording to the will. In Cook County alone 
the personal estate of Dewey amounted to 
$400,000 and the realty to $275,000. in Kansas 
he owned miles of range land, thousands of 
Cattle and horses, a hotel accommodating 
1000 guests and other property. 

The testament over which the contest will 
be waged consists of four finely written 
pages of legan foolscap. On the last page 
is the scrawl of the dying man. Following 
it are the names of the three witnesses— 
John L. Dickey, Jacob Schwinn and E. W. 
Alexander. Two were his physicians and 
the other an attorney. 

Charles T. Killen, whose home is in Lake- 
side, filed the petition for the probating of 
the will July 1, through his attorneys, Matz, 
Fisher & Boyden. He and the son are 
named as executors. They immediately 
filed @ bond of $1,360,000. The appraisers ap- 
ointed by the court are: H. H. Scharencky. 
’ M. Sullivan and N. J. Shannon. Mrs. 
Dewey, the widow, is to receive the share 
of the estate which would have been hers 
had he died without leaving a will. Small 
bequests are made to several nieces and 
nephews, and his sister, Mrs. L. Belle 
Kline, formerly his housekeeper, is awarded 
the Lake Park avenue house. 

But a short time before his father died 
Chauncey Depew was acquitted of the mur- 
der of three members of the Berry family 
in Kansas. His ranch of 3,000 acres in 
Cheyenne County is the last stand of the 
cattle kings against the encroachments of 
settlers on their feeding preserves. 

It was in a fight between cowboys and 
settlers that the Berrys were killed. Chaun- 
cey Dewey controls 300,000 acres of feeding 
land besides his own ranch. The feud has 
not been quieted and promises to break out 
at any time. 
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Shut Down of Old Rafting Works Be- 
ginning of the End of Great 
Industry. 


MINNIESKA, Minn., Aug. 6.—The West 
Newton rafting works, a few miles above 
this place, have been operated for the last 
time. 

This announcement has just been made 
by F. W. Weyerhaeuser, president of the 
company, and a crew of 100 men Is engaged 
in dismantling the great camps which in 
seasons past have accommodated the 2000 
rivermen in the employ of the company. 

The announcement marks the first long 
step in the passing of the lumber in- 
dustry in the Northwest, an _ industry 
which has made scores of millionaires, 
built countless towns and furnished jem- 
ployment for hundreds of thousands—a 
picturesque industry _with its tradition of 
deeds of extraordinary daring, its rough 
men in strange garb, its bosses who ruled 
small armies of turbulous spirits, and its 
mixed dialect of French, Italian and Swed- 
ish phrases. 

The man who has made perhaps the 
greatest fortune out of logging on the 
Upper Mississippi and Chippewa rivers is 
F. W. Weyerhaeuser of St. Paul, who 
has been called the lumber king of the 
world. His fortune *has been variously 
estimated at from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000, 
and is of course constantly Increasing. 
Beginning at Rock Island, Ill, as a 
humble employe in a lumber mill, he rose 
rapidly to a pre-eminent place. Along the 
Upper Mississipp! the rivermen speak of 
the stream now.as ‘‘Weyerhaeuser’s ditch.” 

The industry never reached the volume 
in any other part of the Northwest that 


it enjoyed in years past on the Chippewa 
and Upper Miselssippi rivers. The boom at 
Stillwater now rafts the most logs, but 
nothing like the volume that once was 
taken care of at West Newton.

The train bearing the men consisted 
of two coaches and was run as a special 
from East St. Louis to Ziegler. On board 
were 20 armed guards from Leiter's plant. 
At Pinckneyville, the miners were out in 
force, but the train faade no stop, pass- 
ing throug. the city at a high rate of 
speed. 


At this city the same tactics were pur- 
eyed and the large body of union miners 
wne were along the depot caught only 
occeasiénal glimpses of the fleeung train. 
No stpp was made, except for @ short one 
to throw a switch at Christopher, until 
the men were saiely behind Leiter's stock- 
ade.

And a business life means hilarity 
with success and depression with failure, and worry 
anxiety and hard work all the time. 
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THE TEA TIPPLERS OF THIBET. 
W. C. Jameson Reid in August Outing. 

Tea forms a leading article of commerce through- 
out Thibet and Mongolia. The native is miserable withvut 
it, and when it cannot be obtained is willing to cheat fim- 
self by various expedients, such as boiling dried onion 
heads, herbs, or even an infusion of chips of wood in water, 
in order that he may not be, at least, without a suggestion 
of his favorite beverage. The tea imported from China is 
pressed into small oblong-shaped bricks, made up into cases 
of nine bricks, securely sewn in rawhide, and not only is 
used 28 a beverage, but In fact forms a staple of currency 
as negotiable as Bank of England notes or American paper 
currency. 

The native method of preparing this delicacy is not appe- 
tizing. The tea is first ground to a fine powder by vigor- 
ously pounding it in a mortar until no splints of wood or 
other impurities are visible to the eye; it is then put into 
the Kettle, when the water is hot, to boil ten or fifteen min- 
utes. By way of giving tncreased flavor, salt or soda is 
added, and, this part of the operation being completed, 
the all-important business of drinking it commences. The 
family being gathered round the fire of yak-dung, in order 
that atmosphere, as the painters would say, should not be 
lacking, each one draws from some hidden recess in the 
folds of his voluminous sheepskin coat a little wooden bowl, 
and with a satisfaction which must be seen to be appreciat- 
ed, fills his private dish with the Iquid. All this, however, 
is by way of preliminary. From a skin full of butter, placed 
within convenient range, each person takes a piece of ole- 
aginous compound and lets it melt into his bow! of steam- 
ing tea. Then, O joy! oO rapture! with furtive grasp he 
draws the nectar to his lips and “heaven is opened unto 
him.’’ The bowl ts again filled, into the steaming liquid he 
throws a handful of tsamba (parched barley meal), and 
drawing forth the sodden lump works it into a ball of brown 
dough with a deft movement of his left hand, and suc- 
eessively bites off pieces of this delicacy and drinks his but- 
tered tea until the visible supply has vanished, when, in 
order that his table etiquette may not be impugned, he licks 
his bowl clean, wipes what superfluous fat he has not got 
on his face on his boots, and eagerly looks forward to the 
moment when gods and fate shall again become propitious. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR AS A TEACHER. 

In an interesting and richly illustrated article on “The 
World's Fair an Educational Force," President W. F 
Slocum of Colorado College says, in the Outlook Maga- 
zine Number: for August: 

“It is interesting to note that some of the most valuable 
exhibits are those of processes as well as results, very 
often the greatest effort being made to show the former 
rather than the latter. In many instances these processes 
are shown so well, are explained so patiently, that glimpses 
are given into whole departments of knowledge that must 
awaken an interest which will not be content till wide read- 
ing has made the subject a familiar one. Much may justly 
be said of the unwisdom of superficial work in sightseeing, 
as well as in the classroom and laboratory, and there is 
danger in thinking ‘‘a ramble through a World's Fair is an 
equivalent for a liberal education.’”” But too much em- 
phasis cannot be laid on the value of such a ramble to the 
open-eyed and open-souled thousands who have waited for 
this event to gain their first vital knowledge of the way 
other workers do their work. In one sense the influence of 
a& great fair can never be spoken of as local; but its spetial 
and direct influence on its immediate locality must inevita- 
bly be a marked one. The great value of this to the South- 
west cannot be measured; this section has already passed 
through various stages in which its rural home life was 
represented by the dugout, log cabin, and frame dwel- 
ing house. It now is ready to pass rapidly into a more 
fully developed life into which the arts and sciences, as the 
older communities know them, are to play their part.”’

TELLING ON THE TAIL. | 
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TuMIGRATION ANG RESTRICTED FAMILIE 


In an article on “The Restriction of 
which appears in the August number of the 
American Review, Robert De C. Ward, one of the 
ers of the Immigration Réstriction League, insists . 
the immigration problem is so vast and so complex that 
present statistics cannot give any satisfactory solution of 
it. The problem is essentially not a problem of the pres- 
ent, but of the future, Immigration fs sure to increase, 
the tide flowing on as iong as, in the words of the late 
Gen. Walker, “there is any difference of economic level 
between our own population and that of the most de- 
graded communities abroad.” The most serious aspect 
of the immigration problem, tn Mr. Ward's opinion, is the 
effect the pressure of foreign immigration has had in 
restricting the birth-rate In American families: 

“The immigration of the last 50 years has contributed 
millions to our population; has undoubtedly added enor- 
mously to the wealth of the country, but these things 
have been accomplished at the expense of the native 
stock. The decreasing birth-rate of our native popula- 
tion, the complex resultant, without doubt, of many fac 


tors, has been very. largely due to the effect of foreign . 


immigration. The late Gen. Walker first advanced this 
view; that, as newer and lower classes of immigtants 
came to this country, Americans shrank more and mor 
from the industrial competition which was thus forced 
upon them; they became unwilling to subject thelr sons 
and daughters to this competition, and hence these sons 
and daughters were never born. The stronger the come 
petition, the greater the effort to maintain and raise the 
standard of living and the social position above that of 
the majority of recent immigrants; and the greater this 
effort, the greater the voluntary check to population. 
This competition fs most serious in

President Lynch, referring to the agree- 
ment with the newspaper publishers, says 
“the relations between the International 
Typographical Union and American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, under the agréement, 
have been most cordial, and the arbitration 
cases have been conducted and 
harmoniously and satisfactorily. Of course, 
the use of the word ‘satisfactorily’ does not 
mean that in the few cases where the ver- 
dict has not been favorable to local unions 
these unions have been wholly contented. 
But the agreement has preserved the peace, 
and whether the verdicts have favored the 
union or the publishers, work has con- 
tinued, and strikes, friction and disaster 
have been averted. The continuance of 
present relations with the vast majority of 
the great newspapers of this country is 
worth something, and when the cases that 
we have won and the cases that we have 
lost are taken together and the results 
averaged up, it will be found that we have 
made considerable progress. He reports 
contracts existing with this association In 
70 cities, which covers all the larger ones, 
and usually all the newspapers in those 
cities. During the last year the national 
arbitration board, composed of Presideng 
Lynch and Commissioner Driscoll of the 
publishers’ association, disposed of ® dis- 
putes affecting wages. 

The forthcoming report of Secretary- 
Treasurer J. W. Bramwood ts a voluminous 
one and deals with the finances and mem- 
bership of the union. The membership 
shows a gain of 3729 during the year. New 
gharters were issued to 60 unions and & 
were surrendered during the year. 

Total receipts for the fiscal year were 
$289,175, with digbureements of $252,817.38. 

The redcipts of the union for 4 years ag~- 
gregate $1\846,944.81, while the disbufsements 
were $1,831,1¢8.81. 

The death rate in the membership of the 
union averaged 12% in each 1000 during the 
year. During this time 678 members re- 
ceived the death benefit, amounting to §33,- 
9%. The amount expended by the union 
gince the Institution of the burial benefit (14 
years) is $328,206. Almost all the local unions 
have their own burial benefits in addition 
to what <he International pays, besides sick 
and othe. benefits. 

During the year the average number og 
inmates cared for at the Childs-Drexel 
Home for Union Printers was 12%, at an 
average cost of $413.60 per year for each in- 
mate, based on the total expenditures. , 

The receipts for the home since fts incep- 
tion until the present time are $512,974.90, 
while the expenditures have been $500,877.40, 
leaving a balance of $12,107.00.

service to one another, and have helped to 
strengthen the whole co-operative movement. 
At the present time the co-operative stores are 
mighty institutions. There are 1433 societies in the 
British isles of which 32 are very large and the 
remainder comparatively small. The largest so- 
elety of all is the Co-Operative Wholesale Society 
of Lancaster, which does an annual business of 
over ninety million dollars. One of the largest 
retail organizations fe the “Teede Industrial So- 
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the societies this amounts to over three hundred 
and thirty million dollars a year. 

The co-operative societies do not restrict their 
business to members, but, as a general rule, any 
one can purchase and secure some rebate, though 
usually at a less rate than members. To become 
a member, one pays five dollars per share, and the 
business is so profitable that a fuirly high rate 
of interest is paid upon these shares, In fact, 
the companies tfy rather to prevent than to en- 
courage uny single co-operator owning too much 
steck. and the amount that any individual or any 
family may. have is strictly limited. As a conse 
is quite high, 
amounting at the present time to over 1,600,000: 
in other words, there are About 2 per cent fewer 
co-operators than trade unionists, though, of 
course, not all co-operators are trade unionists, 
and from the beginning there has been a strong 
and friendly sympathy between the twe move 
ments, 

The credit of the co-operative societies is ex- 
cellent, because they have always lots of cash at 
hand and pay their debts promptly and rapidly 
earn large sums of money. The societies do not 
attempt to cut prices, but meet the prices fixed 
by other stores, and do not spend money in aé- 


quence the number of members 


vertising, in sdliciting trade or in extending long 
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a consequence, practically all the societies show 


great profits. At the present time the societies 


are earning about thirty-three million dollars a 
year, and ‘these profits are increasing every year. 
This question of profits is the great subject of 
conversation in the households—especially in smal! 


communities.- The co-operative society means for 


a great many of the people the only opportunity 
that they have ever had to engage in business, 
and the interest in the dividends is as great as 
that among the stockholders of large companies. 
I have talked with many of the people and their 
families in the towns, and the subject of con- 
versation seemed very soon to drift to what the 
last dividend was, or what the next would proba- 
bly be. These dividends, which are paid quar- 
terly, are very high, and in a great many cases, 
they amount for members to % per cent upon the 
total amount purchased. If the dividends sink to 
less than 12% per cent there is much criti- 
cism, and not infrequently informal gatherings of 
the housewives are held, at which their discon- 
tent is given voice to in no uncertain tones.

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STOCK: FUTURE 


Market Now in Such a Complex Con- 
dition That Even Experts 
Are Puzzled. 


HOPES OF IMPROVEMENT HIGH 


But the Evidence on Which They Are 
Based Is Hard to 
Find. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6—The Evening 
Post's Wall Street review says: 

“It has already become the characteristic 
incident of the period that hopes of im- 
provement in the financial eituation have 
moved forward faster than the visible evi- 
dence on which they should be based. This 
his been notably true of the iron trade, 
where persistent predictions of better times 
were put forth simultaneously with dis- 
tinctly unfavorable reports of current 
trade. 

“The other familiar weather signs of a 
change in the financial situation are the 
exchanges at the clearing houses and the 
railway earnings. 

“It can hardly be said as yet, that either 
is giving the testimony to improving condi- 
tions that might be wished. But it does 
not follow, because expectations of compe- 
tent men are not sustained by statistics of 
a week or a month ago, that they are, 
therefore, wrong. They may have based 
their conclusions, as they did in the steel 
trade last year, on the orders on hand and 


on other facts below the surface. 

“Railway earnings during the next twelve 
months will depend largely on the outcome 
of this years crops. The _ distributive 
movement of e@reals is one of stupendous 
scope and volume, Every year, we have, 
according to an estimate made by the in- 
dustrial commission in 1900, a little less 
than 90,000,000 tons of grain to be disposed 
of. This estimate assumes that each bushel 
of grain averages W pounds, taking the five 
cereals into account. 


What Wheat Means 
to Railroad Interests. 


“Assuming that, on an average, one-third 
of the cereal crop remains on the farm, 


60,000,000 tons of traffic are turned over to 
the railroads from the surplus grain of the 
western farm. 

“It has been estimated that one-third of 

this is hauled 1000 miles, which gives ,- 
000,000,000 ton miles of traffic. The other 
two-thirds, it is estimated, are transported 
an average of 260 miles, which gives an ad- 
ditional ton mileage of 10,000,000,000. In 
other words, it is estimated that the sur- 
plus grain of the western farm, assuming 
a favorable crop, furnishés the railroads 
with 30 billion ton miles. of traffic. This 
is nearly one-third of the total railroad 
tonnage. 
“Western railroad officials say, in a gen- 
eral way, that, for every load of grain 
they carried east, they haul back a loaded 
car of. merchandise. 

“If this test be applied to the immediate 
future of railway earnings, the crop situa- 
tion adds complexity tuo the outlook. We 
seem to be in a way to harvest one of the 
greatest corn crops in our history. The 
cotton crop, barring accidents, will break 
all records. But the wheat crop is a puz- 
gie—not less so because, when they talk of 
a “serious shortage’ nowadays, the experts 
add an estimate of a crop, which, ten years 
ago, would have been deemed remarkable. 
In 1897. it was a wheat crop of 530,000,000 
bushels, which fed Europe, sweiled the traf- 
fic of the railways and strained all their 
transportation facilities, and inaugurated 
the great era of American prosperity. Yet 
it is Mr. James Hill's estimate of a 640,000,- 
000 bushel crop, which is called disastrous, 
and which sends wheat above $1 per bushel. 


Important Questions 
Are Thus Raised. 


‘This raises the highly interesting ques- 
tion whether the recapitulation of railways 
has been made on the basis of the 748,00v,- 
000-bushel crop of 1901, or whether what was 
good enough for a highly profitable railway 
business in 1897 and 1898 is good enough for 
it now. 

“It has been claimed, in this connection, 
that net earnings for the first half of 1904 
did not reflect actual earnings power. AS 
proof it was pointed out that rather than 

ay 5 or & per cent for money to com plete 
imbeov ements, the cost of completing such 
work has been hidden in operating ex- 
penses. All that can be understood from 
an outsider’s point of view is the decrease 
of $21,509,000 in net earnings reported for the 
first six months of the year. The last de- 
crease in net earnings was shown as far 
back as 1894. 

“it is worth while to recall, too, that, in 
the first six montis of that year, gross 
eurnings declined $46,007,000, but net showed 
a falling off of only $15,867,000. The $21,309, - 
yO decline in net for the firgt haif of 1904 
tollowed a falling off of omy $6,785,000 in 
gross. 

“A eourjous query has been raised as to 
what effect curtailinent of improvement ex- 
pemditures would have on the general trade 
situation and hence on traffic. On this 
point, one railway president, who has un- 
ery facilities for gathering informatipn, 
said; 

‘The industrial situation in this country 
which existed between 1898 and 194% was 
sustajmed largely by the railroads them- 
selves. Heavy tracks and bridges were 
placed to hold the larger cars and engines. 
That all made business. But such pur- 
chases do not have to be made ain this 
year. People do not go out to buy yes- 
terday morning's breakfast.'’

This Stock and Lincoln Trust Show 
Large Gains for the

In a general survey of the conditions 
governing tne iocal stock market no specivic 
changes are noticeavle from those exist- 
ing at the close of the preceding week, and 
as a consequence business on the Jocal 
stock exchange has been of an extremely 
lumited character. 

Conditions in the money market remain 
practically unchanged, and although (tie 
demands from the South and Southwest 
wili most likely be extremely heavy tnis 
faii, if the present outlook for the cot- 
ton crop is realized, it is generally believed 
that local banks are now so well sup- 
plied with funds as to be able to meet al 
demands made upon them without any 
severe appreciation in interest rates. 

A favorable feature of the situation and

[lication on Wednesday of the monthly gov- 
‘ernment report on cotton showing the con- 
dition of the present crop to be 91.6 per 
cent compared to last month's average of 
88 per cent, a gain of 3.6 per cent, and in- 
dicating a yield of considerably over 1lZ,- 
inw,000 bales. For it is realized that to 
the great South and Southwest St. Louis 
must ultimately look for its markets and 
with a realization of the present indicated 
cotton crop, the South and the Southwest 
which are now prosperous will undoubted- 
‘ly have a reign of prosperity never before 
experienced and the benefits of the in- 
creased buying power from these sections 
should be so great as to entirely overcome 


the present depression now existing in local | 


and ultimately cause, 
through a general improvement, an _ in- 
creased demand and advancing values in 
the local stock market. 

| Reports from the mercantile districts 
show that summer dullness still reigns in 
,all lines of trade and merchants expect 
| very little increase in business at the pres- 
jent time, but with the arrival of the fall 
trade a decided increase in activity is ex- 
pocter and this time is now not very far 
way. 

The feature of the week on the local stock 
exchange has been the weakness displayed 
by the shares of the St. Louis Transit Co.

Short Wheat Crops at Home 
Abroad Principal Influence— 
The General Situation.

Specuiaiivl rampant Gescrioes tue wheat 
Market of the past week. ‘lhe “man in 
the air,’’ the great outside public, in ov.her 
words, entered the situation, took hoid of 
speculation and ran away with the marxet., 
Professionais who did not hitch on were 
run over or left far béhind.

recoup their losses, they held entirely 
aloof, afraid to sell short and not caring 
to change sides after such an advance as 
has taken place. Only bull items and talk 
went as an influence, no matter how sen- 
sational or exaggerated they might be, in 
fact the more sensationally exaggerated 
the mofe influence exerted. Legitimate 
conditions were lost sight of and where 
bearish were disregarded or pooh-poohed. 
Of “course, such a market as this will see 
its finish, and when the finish wire is 
passed the market will be loaded to the 
Suards with inverted pyramid builders. 
The ‘‘wise’’ people who have fostered this 
boom and fed the “‘dope’’ that drew the 
public in will probably then have been 
found to have taken their profits and 
“pulled their freight.’’

About the worst case of “doping’’ has 
been that on the spring wheat crop of the 
Northwest. From a condition of 983.7 on 
July 1, the “experts” thave killed the 
crop whole farms at a time, until now 
if Mr. Jones, the star crop killer of them 
all, is to be believed, the condition of the 
crop must be about 68 This Mr. Jones is 
a corker.

1, 1903, spring wheat condition was 77.1, hav- 
ing declined 5.4 points during July, and the 
crep indicated was 239,000,000 bu. Final re- 
turns of the government made the yield 
about 238,000, bu.

A revision of the wheat crop of this coun- 
try is generally accepted by the trade and 
will eventually have tu be accepted by all, 
but I do not believe in the extremely low 
estimates. that are being given out by in- 
terested people, such as James J. Hill, the 
Northwestern railroad man, and Mr, Jones, 
the trade newspaper and commission man. 
The August government report will un- 
doubtediy show a smaller weld of winter 
wheat than the July report indicated, which 
was 378,752,000 bu, though I dao not look for 
a smaller crop than 360,000,000 bu. A year 
ago the department reported the yield at 
12.4 bu to the acre, or a total of 410,000.000, 
bu. Its final report was for a crop of 3899,- 
867,000 bu, an average of 12.3 bu per acre on 
an area harvested of 32,510,510 acres. 


Wheat values have been rushed by the 
speculative craze to a level where legiti- 
mate demands show hes:tancy in folowing. 
Notwithstanding their undoubtedly short 
crops at home and the crop, scare boom 
in America, European markets Lave 
dropped behind this country in its advance 
as would a plater racing after a stake 
horse. Not but what the trade abroad is 
very uneasy over the world’s crop situa- 
tion, but the importer abroad won't stand 
for the price America has placed on her 
product and will not meet it, nor will the 
speculator abroad follow the swift markets 
on this side to their limit. Antwerp, the 
market that went up over 3c a bushel the 
other day, quotes No, 2 Kansas hari at 
equivalent to %c, after all that advance. 
Paris September wheat, with the iniport 
duty off, is only worth about Sec, and that 
option in Liverpool is not yet $1, all in 
l'nited States money. Exporters have been 
saying they could do some business, or 
very near it, in hard winters for Septem- 
ber-October shipments on basis Kansas 
City September price, but that price is 
10c below St. Louis September price. The 
bulls say we will have no wheat to spare 
from this year's crop for export, byt it 
probably will be found that we have, 
even as much as the 119,000,000 bu from 
the 1903 crop.

With this exception, the exterior of the 
place is no different from any lower clases 
drinking resort, even to the big tawdry gilt 
beer sign that covers half the wall.

JURY of six 
of St. Louis stands divided in its verdict as to the 
Christian virtue and worldly wisdom of the policy 

of Russell Gardner, manufacturer, capitalist, owner of the 
yacht Annie Russell, president of the Missouri Athletic 
Club and prince of good fellows, who declines to appear 
in the courts against employes who have rovbed him of a 
total of $5000 within the last twelvemonth. 


Mr. Gardner not only refuses to prosecute, but he for- 
gives and stands ready to take back those who have proven 
false, and to try them over again. He holds that so to do 
is to make erring men ashamed, that their consciences wil! 
find them out, and that kindness is harder than the law’s 
penalty for them to bear. On the other, Mr. Gardner be- 
lieves in the biblical intimation that as we forgive the 
sins of others, so in like measure shal our sins be for- 
given. As both a religious precept and a matter 
mercial ethics, this philanthropist believes that greater good 
will result to the employer, to the employe, and to society 
at large if purdon be meted out to an individual when first 
he breaks that commandment which says: “Thou shalt 
not stea!.” 

Seven times within a company of 
Which Mr. Gardner is head and owner been robbed. The 
aggregate is $5000 loss. the greatest amount taken by any 
one man was #1200, and the most recent, loss by defalcation 
was $500. And yet Mr. Gardner does not prosecute. be- 
cpuse he has not the heart. He hopes that the men will 
reform; he trusts to the “scrupulous conscience” fund, and 
he yields to the entreaties of the wives and sisters and 
mothers of the men who appropriate his funds. All go free. 
and rather than encourage others to wrong doing, Mr. Gard- 
ner insists that the effect will be for good in the community.

Why, I started a poor boy 
myself not so very long ago, and I have worked side by 
with those men. They have been my chums and com- 
pal:ions. Besides, | set them a bad example, I expect, I 
am not perfect, of course, and therefore I hope to be for- 
viven as I forgive those who trespass against me. 

Why, we all have our trespasses and our shortcomings, 
and somehow or other it affords me a good deal of satis- 
faction to think that if | should fall overboard here tonight 
xnd should go down in the Mississippi, and should go-+‘up 
they would meet me at the pearly gate and say:

The ethical wisdom of the course depends upon the age 
and character of employes and the amount taken, Mr 
Gardner has a perfect right to forgive an offender if he 
wishes, and his kindness may have a salutary effect, eape- 
cially if the man’s identity be not disclosed. 

Many persons who commit wrong are wholly thoughtless 
as to the outeome of their action, and the experience of 
being checked early in their career, and their contemplation 
of the narrow escape they have had causes them to think 
seriously of their responsibilities, and to do better.

The man who steals from me not on'y commits an offense 
against me, but violates the law of the land. I may 
remit its persona] feature, but I have no right to remit 
the offense as against society. 

A young man whom I was once assisting came to me with 
the confession that he had stolen and that the officers 
were after him. He asked me for further aid that he 
might leave the city and-escape arrest. 1 deemed it not 
my duty or privilege to interfere with the law, and the 
young man was*arrested and went to jail. 

The scriptures say that we must have a forgiving tem- 
per toward one another to be ourselves forgiven, but our 
forgiving others is not the procuring cause of our forgive- 
ness. But it is a condition upon which God’s forgiveness 
is extended to us, 

A goung man might yield to temptation and steal, though 
not really a thief. That experience might lead to his 
strengthening himself against future and greater tempta- 
tion. We cannot lay down a general policy of forgiveness, 
hewever, The wisdom of forgiving a first offense of theft 
depends altogether upon the cireumstances and the individ- 
nal case.

Bones Seem to Preclude Pos- 
sibility of Swallowing a Man, 
But Throat and Stomach Are 
Ample to Accommodate the 
Human Bulk — Smithsonian 
Scientists Disagree as to Ac- 
curacy of Holy Writ in This 
Instance—An Interesting 


Study for World’s Fair

Jonah 1:17—And the Lord prepared a great 
fish to swallow up Jonah; and Jonah was in the 
body of the fish three days and three nights. 

Matthew 12:40—For as Jonah was three days 
and three nichts in the belly of the whale, etc. 


ID the whale swallow Jonah? 
Is the Bible story of Jonah and the great fish 
a mere fable handed down through sacred script? 

Does science disprove fhe truth of the great miracle 
story over which has waged an unceasing discussion for 
many yours! | 

Could «a whale swallow a man? 

New light is shed on this old and vexatious problem by 
the World’s Fair. \et the new light does not solve the diffi- 
culty. On the viter hand it lends to each side of the argu 
ment new material aid new proof that either side may be 
in the right. Even the scientists themselves are now di- 
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vided, as is the clergy, and to the public itself is left the 
privilege to decide. 

Suspended on great stee] pillars in the United States 
government building out at the World’s Fair is the skeleton 
of one of the largest sulphur bottom whales taken in mod- 
ern times. It is 75 feet long. Its skull is 19% feet in 
length and weighed three tons before stripped of flesh. The 
lower jaw weighed a ton. 

At the base of the monstrous skull hang the tongue bones 
about which the whole controversy as to the Jonah story 
hinges. Through this tongue-bone or hyoid aperttre a 
man must pass if swallowed by a whale. This oval-shaped 
opening, as shown by the skeleton exhibited at the World’s 
Fair, is 16 inches high by 31 inches wide. 

Through that cavity the average human body could piss 
with ease, yet scientific experts who have made the whale 
a serious study assure us that the four hinge-like tongue 
®OOOOs OOO 
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bones shut up together like a jatk-knife and that the 
curtilage within the throat reduces the whale’s esophagus 
to such size that a man’s doubled tists together would all 
but choke the monster of the deep. ' 

The sulphur bottom whale lives on very small fish, on 
minnows, lobsters or shrimps, and Pushing through the 
water with open jaws, scoops a mouthful. Then the water 
is forced out, while a screen of whalebone eatches and re- 
tains the food. < 

The sperm whale has teeth and chews its food, but noth- 
ing the size of a human body ever passes down its throat 
intact. 

Little credence do some of the World’s Fair scientists give 
the Jonah story, but others believe implicitly in its truth. 
Dr. F. W. True, representative of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion at the Exposition, has written several recent works on 
the whale; yet. says Dr. M. W. Lyon, Jr., chief special

Conducted Daily in the British 
Low-Temperature Exhibit— Hy- 
drogen, the Most Volatile and 
Combustible Gas Except Helium, 
ihe Gas of the Sun, Frozen 
.Solid—Details ot the Remarkable 
Achievement.

The coldest proposition in the world is solidified hy- 
drogen, August patrons of the Exposition are in a 
position the fact that solid 
produced by scientific process at the World’s Fair, costs 
just four times its weight in gold. 

The coldest spot on this planet interior of a 
vacuum flask in the British temperatures exhibit 
just ovtside the Liberal Arts building. The temperature 
of this particular spot is within 16 degrees of zero ab- 
solute. 

Hundreds of cubie feet of hydrogen, the most volatile 
and combustible gas existing except helium, 
condensed into a few spvonfuls of liquid at a 
uf 422 degrees below zero Fahrenheit, or 252 degrees be- 
low zero Centigrade. Upon the application of energy to 
the powerful vacuum pumps attached the atmosphere pres- 
sure is diminished, a portion of the liquid hydrogen ex- 
pands into gas again, and the resulting drop in tempera- 
tuve causes the bulk of the liquid hydrogen to freeze solid, 
cooling down to 431 degrees below zero Fahrenheit. minus 
257 Centigrade, or to within 16 degrees of Kelvin’s pro- 
pounded “lowest temperature possible.” 

Carbonic acid gas, or carbon dioxide, becomes a liquid at 
minus 94 Fahrenheit. Air becomes a liquid at minus 310, 
and solidifies at minus 349. Hydrogen liquefies at minus, 
422 and solidifies at minus 431. Hydrogen is the is soma et 
stubborn of all gases except helium in resisting liquefac- 
tion, and helium, the gas of the sun, occurs only in rare 
traces above the earth.

When hydrogen, then, has become a liquid, all other 
gases enveloping the earth would have become solid, 

If the entire earth should be reduced to the tempera- 
ture of its coldest spot,.that spot out at the World’s Fair, 
a marvelous transformation would be accomplished. There 
would be no water and no air in gaseous form. The 
earth’s atmosphere would be frozen solid and the great 
round bal] in which we live would be coated with a solid 
crust of crystal air perhaps 12 inches thick. The at- 
mosphere we breathe, now extending miles ifite space, 
would be condensed till a foot-rule would measure its 
depth. Its weight would be the same as now. 

With no atmospheric pressure, the free hydrogen now 
reating above the frozen air would assume a molten form 
amd a sea of liquid hydrogen less than an inch in depth 
would bathe the crystal shell that encased the earth. 

Above this terra firma of solid air and its ocean of 
rippling hydrogen would be found just a trace of chilly 
helium, the only gas left to form an atmosphere for the 
now cold, dead globe on which no sign of life, neither 

animal nor veretable. could remain. The conditions on 
the moon would be approached, the glazed old earth would 
glimmer in the slanting sunlight, a lifeless ball. The con- 
ditions would approximate the end of the world, and may 
be realized only when the sun has ceased to give forth its 
light and “the stars do wander darkling in eternal 

ce. 
- Since Faraday, im (823, first condensed chlorine and 
ammonia, scientific men have sought to solve the prob- 
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mere suggestion that the most frigid known spot 


in 1898 and 1899. on the heels 
of the liquid product. 

Hiaving played an important role in the develupment of 
this branch of science, the British government has made 
it a special exhibit at the World’s Fair. The plant in- 
stalled here at a cost of many thousands pounds sterling 
is the: largest ever constructed, and is patterned after 
that of Prof. Dewar in the Royal Institution. More 
liguid and solid air and hydrogen can be produced at the 
plant here than anywhere else in the world. It is daily 
in operation, and, in addition, spectacular experiments 
with the various low temperature substances produced 
may be witnessed by the public in the Palace of Liberal 
Arts. . The exhibit is in every way -comprehensive, il- 
lustrating the progress made during the last century 
in scientific work connected with the production of low 
temperatures. 

The ponderous and expensive machinery installed in the 
small building outside the Liberal Arts palace is driven 
by a 40-horsepower electric motor. The parts of the plant 
proper are a carbonic acid pump, an air compressor, a 
caustic potash cylinder for the purification of the air, a 
five com-

hyarogen generator, a reservoir or gasometer, 
pressed hydrogen cylinders, air and 
the liquefier. The air compressor compresses 1400 cubic 
feet of atmosphere to 3000 pounds per square inch an 
hour, and must be lubricated with water instead of oil.

The extremely low temperature necessary for liquefyiny 
the hydrogen is attained by progressive stages, the 
liquefier being divided into three concentric compart- 
ments. In the outer chamber liquid carbonic acid is ex- 
panded, and, returning to the compressor, is recondensed 
and expanded again, maintaining continuously a tempera- 
ture of about 70 degrees Centigrade—94 Fahrenheit. Air 
delivered at a pressure of 200 atmospheres passes through 
« copper coil contained in the carbonic acid chamber, and 
having been thus cooled, is allowed to expand to atmos- 
pherie pressure, and liquefies. 

Scientists many decades ago sought in vain to liquefy 
the gases by direct pressure, and, failing in that proceas,

gasoline evaporating rapidly in- the air produced a de- 
sided cold. Why, then, would not air, if it could be forced 
to expand rapidly enough, produce such a temperature that 
it would freeze itself? The experimentation resulted in 
Lhe application of a 200-atmosphere. pressure on air, which 
was allowed to escape only through a needle-point aper- 
ture. The expansion was’ so rapid that the cold produced 
weomplished the sought-for result,‘and the air liquefied. 

A temperature of about 190 degrees Centigrade is thus 
attained.

“While he was archbishop of Mantua and afterward the 
patriarch of Venice the Pope always went about in the 
simplest manner.

Hydrogen compressed to 200 atmospheres is circulated 
through a number of copper coils contained in each of the 
chambers described above. When reduced to a tempera- 
ture of 205 degrees it is allowed to expand. Part of it 
liquefies and is collected in a vacuum flask; the rest, after 
passing over a system of regenerative coils, is returned to 
the compressor and used over again. 

Solid hydrogen is obtained by applying the vacuum 
pump and inducing a rapid evaporation of the liquid hy-

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Immunity From 
Punishment for Kill- 


ing the Woman Who Had 
Destroyed Her Home.

F more women acted with the couzage 
of their convictions, braving the consequences, 
I think less unhappiness and infidelity would 
ensue in the marriage relation. Of course, I don’t 
mean that murder should be advocated, but I do 
think that a great deal of the unhappiness which 
comes to women might be averted if they stood 
their grounds with more determination and prop- 
erly resented any infringement of thein rights. 

As to the “unwritten law” being applied to 
women as well as men, there should be no ques- 
tion concerning it. Women should certainly receive 
the same consideration shown to men. I am sorry 
that what is condoned in man is too often con- 
eidered an unforgivable offense in woman. 

In this case the man is a far greater criminal 
than the woman, yet he is allowed to go unpun- 
ished. 
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Hi “unwritten law” in Kentucky has _ brought 
about the release of Mrs. Nancy May of Leslie 
County for the killing of Miss Alice Smith, who 

bad alienated the affections of her husband. 

Many times in the past the “unwritten law” has been 
applied to men, and has brought about their release for 
the crime of murder, but never efore. known, 
has it been invoked in the case of » woman. 

Before Acting Gov. Thorne of Kentucky 
few days ago, the worn and haggard woman—the mur- 
deress—to tell the story of her crime. 

She was under sentence of ten vears for her offense, but 
was out on bail. She had ridden seventy miles through 
the rough mountains to plead for mercy. A *prison-born 
baby whined at her breast. Another clung to her toil- 
worn fingers. 

“It is true, Your Honor,” 
lips; “it is true that I shot this woman. She had broken 
up my home. I was happy before she came. We had 
worked so hard to make a little home for ourselves. See 
my hands—Il have rolled logs and plowed and helped 
Will with the farm work because I loved him and wanted 
so badly to get along. 

“I begged her not to do it, and she laughed at me. I 
spent days and nights crying and praying. I stood it all, 
and maybe I could have stood it yet if Will had not told 
me he was going to run away with her. 

“I must have gone out of my mind then, for I just got 
the gun down and went and killed her. I know’d it was 
wrong, but I couldn’t help it. I ask pardon for it, Your 
Honor. I do not éare for myself. I could bear it a thou- 
gand times over if it wasn’t for my What 
the poor little things do without their mother? I would 
rather die than to have to leave them.” 

The woman broke down in a violent fit of weeping. For 
a while Acting Gov. Thorne sat silgnt, as if thinking 
deeply. Then, staring straight ahead, he said, huskily: 

“You are purdoned. Go and sin no more.” 

Men came to take the woman away to jail. Instead, 
thanks to the “unwritten law” of Kentucky, they took 
her beck to her little farm-wagon and her husband, and 
set her on the homeward road, once more a.free woman. 

The crime for which Mrs. May was sentenced waa pe- 
culiarly distressing.

consoling fact about this ecndition—¢an fish can be ob- 
tained when the meat cannot. 

Fish, with few exceptions, is far beldw meat in nutri- 
tive value in proportion to bulk, but the same elements 
are contuined in both. It is only inecessary to eat 
enough lish to secure the same amount of essentials. 
The nutrionts of the human body are proteine, fat and 
carbohydrates. Besides these practically all foods con- 
tain a large percentage of water and a small percent- 
aze of mineral matter. 4q 

The fish containing the most nutrintent are Spanish 
mackerel, salt water eels, salmon, shad; shad roe, salte:! 
mackerel, salted and dried cod, “boneless codfish,” caviare, 
salted, smoked and dried herring, salted, smoked and 
dried halibut, and of the canned fish sardines, salmon, 
fresh salt mackerel, tunny, haddock, lobster. 
and shrimp. Nearly all of these mentioned are equivu- 
jentin nutritive value to an equal amowpnt of veal. Cali- 
fornia salmon, No. 1 salted mackerel,® caviare, salted, 
smoked and dried halibut, canned sardines, canned sal- 
mon and canned salt. mackerel are agen to the 
average of beef, veal and mutton. Cavtfare. indeed, con- 
tains twice the nutriment of almost all meats, and ts 
almost equal to side pork, which contains the highes: 
amount of nutritive elements of any meat. The large 
proportion of the nutriment in pork, however, it may be 
incidentally remarked, is fat, it being. the lowest in 
ihe scale as regards protein, the most va)uable nutrient.

Byt in this case, when a poor, frail] little woman, whose home has 
been wrecked and the affections of whose husband have been alienated—a woman who hasnever been able to 
read the written law on the subject, that “What God hath joined tegether let no man put asunder’—when 
this woman committed this crime, a jury gave her 10 years and sends her and her babies to the penitentiary. 
In such a case the jury should have acquitted her instcad of convicting her and throwing the responsibility 


on the executive. 


As it is, I might, under certain conditions, allow this woman to go to prison to suffer for 


the great chime she has committed. But to send these babies to the penitentiary or separate them from their 
motter and incarcerate her for 10 years, I haven’t the heart to and will not do.

“Unwritten Law.’

HERE is certainly no reason why the so-called “unwritten law,’ which has saved so many men from 
punishment for the crime of murder, should not, if applied at all, be applied to women as well as 


z 


men. 


Neither one should do wrong because wrong has been done, but there are sometimes extenuating circum- 
stances, as in this case, and if the man can be given the benefit of them the woman should receive the same 


consideration. 


I should not wish to encourage any wrongdoing, and I do not think that the governor intended or did en- 
courage any wrongdoing. He simply acted like a Christian in remembering the injunction of Him who said, 
“Blessed are the merciful, for they shall obtain mercy.” 

Common sense and Christian mercy should be applied in the administration of law. 
shown over and over again in the commutation of sentence to men who have gained popular sympathy by 
the extent of the wrongs which, however wrongfully, they sought to vindicate. It is absurd to make any dif- 
ference in the administration of justice between men and women. If anything, the woman should receive the 


greater consideration in a case of this kind, for she has 


be rightfully hers, but in many cases the means of support as well. 


The governor acted wisely in behalf of purity, and 
to men and woren. 


It would be a good thing if this same “unwritten law,’ 
good judgment and Christian charity—should be applied in more cases outside of the state of Kentucky. Mow, 
I believe in Jersey justice and I have many times rejoiced in Jersey justice when, as in the Bosschicter 
case in Paterson, horrible crime has not been allowed to zo unpunished notwithstanding the social and political 
influence brought to bear in favor of the accused.

This color is due to the green 
plant life on which oysters sometimes feed. 

Experiments indicate that fn the case of man, fish 
and beef are about equally digestible, and that salt fish 
is lees thoroughly digested than fresh fish. Most physi- 
ologis's regard fish as a particular’'y desirable food for 
persons of sedentary habits. The widespread not ihat 
Hh contains a lerge propertion of phosphorus, avd 
therefore, especially valuable as a food for the brain 
is not accejted by many physiologists. There is no ex 
perimental evidence to warrant this assumption. 

There are several species of fish which are actually 
peisonous, but few of them are found itn the United 
States, and the chances of x offered for sale 
are stinall, Fish may contain pxrasite«. some of which 
are injurious to man. Thorough cooking. however. de- 
stroys these. To insure freedom from ptomaine polson- 
ing caré should be taken to eat fish only when it is fn 
perfectly gocd condition.
